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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the rejections are hindsight 
rejections. However, the argument is not persusasive because the primary reference, Kawano teaches modified PVA generally, while 
Kawano does not expressly teach silanol modified PVA, in col. 4, line 53, stating within that paragraph that it is conventionally used in ink 
jets. The secondary references are all used to show a specific type of modified PVA of Kawano is silanol modified PVA provided by the 
secondary teachings as previously set forth for all the benefits the type provides, such as ecology, water resistance, and water fastness. 
Thus, the combination is not hindsight but proper for the reasons of record. Applicant argues the consisting essentially language to the 
pigment, pointing to Santo, however Santo was not used to teach that langague, the primary reference Kawano was. where in the 
summary of the invention, pigment is used as its main component, meeting consisting essentially of. Furhter the untreated pigment is not 
relied upon, and is not the pigment that contains silica as claimed. The rejections are sustained for reasons of record. 
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
